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OUTLAWS KILL 
EIGHT MARINES 
IN NICARAGUA 


Ambushed Americans 
Slay or Wound 
12 Attackers 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 2— 
(INS) — Outlaw bullets in the 
jungles of northern Nicaragua 
snapped shut the lives of eight 
United States marines Wednesday 
and inflicted serious wounds on 
two other enlisted men of the same 
patrol, who were brought here by 
airplane today. 

The casualties, the heaviest sus- 
tained by the “leathernecks” since 
New Year’s day in 1928, were in- 
flicted by lurking attackers in the 
wilderness of Archapaga, between 
Ocotal and Apali, where followers 
of the insurgent Augustino San- 
dino were lately reported to have 
been operating again. es 

Meagre reporvs riltering bac 
marine barracks here indicated 
that although the ambushed patrol 
was badly outnumbered and faced 
gn enemy almost completely hid- 
den by jungle growth, it stood to 
the last man and returned the 
bandit fire shot for shot. As far as 
could be ascertained, between 12 
and 20 of the attackers were either 
killed or wounded. 

Fifty marines were sent in pur- 
suit of the ambushing party. 

As far as could be learned, 2 
Nicaraguan heard heavy firing in 
the jungle and reported it to ma- 
rine headquarters at Ocotal. Short-

ENFORCEMENT 


House Member Would 
Also Impeach Lax 
Officials

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—(INS) 
—Congress should give President 
Hoover power to use the army, 
navy and state militias to enforce 
the prohibition, anti-narcotic and 
alien laws if it sincerely believes 
in law enforcement, Rep. Blanton, 


-| Democrat of Texas, declared today. 


As one of the chief spokesmen 
of the militant prohibitionists of 
the house, Blanton issued his de- 
mands for more and better enforce- 
ment as an acceptance of the 
challenge of the ‘wet bloc” 
which is driving for repeal or 
modification. 


NO COMPROMISE 

There can be no compromise, 
the militant Texan asserted. He 
derided reports that dry forces 
may seek a compromise if the 
Wickersham law enforcement com- 
mission should recommend modifi- 
=— of the present prohibition 

ws. 


Three bills will furnish the cor- 
ner stone of a drive opened by 
Blanton for better enforcement. 
One places the army, navy and 
militia at the disposal of the 
president; another provides that 
diplomats who might refuse to 
obey the prohibition laws shall be 
sent home, and the third provides 
for impeachment of every federal 
officer who purchases intoxicating 
liquors. Explaining his proposals, 
Blanton said: 


“Because they have taken a 
solemn oath to support and defend 
the Constitution, my resolution 
constitutes its cause for impeach- 
ment and removal from office, for 
any executive officer, member of 
the judiciary, senator, representa- 
tive in congress, officer or 
man in the army, navy or marine 
co or any other employe of a 
> ate 
ing liquors from a bootlegger or to 
violate or to conspire with any per- 
son to violate the Eighteenth 
amendment. 

HITS AT DIPLOMATS 

“Congress furnishes annually to 
the president the coast guard, 
secret agents, and money to en- 
force the narcotic and prohibition 
laws and to suppress smuggling. 
These facilities are wholly inade- 
quate. If congress is sincere and 
wants these laws enforced, it 
should give. the president every 
facility necessary to enforce the 
law. 


“While all diplomatic representa- 
tives of foreign countries are 
granted immunity from _ prosecu- 
tion, they are nevertheless pre- 
sumed to obey the laws of the 
country to which they are ac- 
credited. My resolution would 
deem any foreign representative 
who wilfully violates our prohibi- 
tion laws to be persona non grata, 
his passports to be delivered to 
him and his country notified.”

revolutionary junta. 

At 9:25 a. m., several hours after 
the revolutionary outbreak had 
taken place, the insurrectionists 
were in full control of native 
Panama, 

Three persons were known to 
have been killed in street fighting 
which preceded seizure of the 
presidential palace by the revolu- 
tionaries. It was reliably reported 
that Rodolfo Chiari, well-known 
Political leader who had dictated 
the policies of the Panama Repub- 
lic for years, was among the vic- 
tims. 

U. S. LEGATION GUARDED 

A spokesman for the revolution- 
aries announced that a provisional 
junta had taken over the reins of 
government, headed by Dr. Harmo- 
dio Arias, attorney and long-time 
political opponent of tae Arase- 
mena regime; Francico Arias, well- 
known business man and Dr. J. J. 
Vallarinc, a physician attached to 
the Herrick clinic. 

Launching of the revolt at an 
early hour of the morning when 
few people were in the streets kept 
casualties to 2 minimum. 

As in the case of previous major 
disorders in Panama, American 
soldiers were rushed from their 
headquarters in the Canal Zone, 
throwing up a protective cordon 
around the United Siates’ legation. 

American soldiers also guarded 
the international boundary be- 
tween Pamama City, Ancon,, and 
Balboa, refusing to permit Ameri- 
cans to cross over into native Pan- 
ama territory.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—(Special 
—Elimination of the requirement 
that canned foods containing corn 
sugar be labeled so as to show that | 
they cantain that type of sugar 
has been announced by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, Arthur M. 
Hyde. The requirement has been} 
included in departmental regulat-| 
ions under the Food and Drugs 
Act. | 

It has been estimated, Mr. Hyde} 
said, that 5,000,000 to 100,000,000 | 
additional bushels of corn sugar 
will be used annually in making! 
corn sugar as a result of the change! 
in the regulations. 

SCOPE OF APPLICATION 

The action of the Secretary ap- 
plies to all products containing 
sugars, he explained orally, and 
corn sugar may now be used in any | 
food without declaration on the 
label. This sugar has been per- 
mitted heretofore in ice cream,) 
confectionery, and many other! 
products without declaration, he 
said, and the effect of the change! 
will be confined almost entirely to | 
canned foods. ‘ 

The fundamental motive behind | 
the change, Mr. Hyde stated orally, | 
is to provide a new use for farm, 
products, the problem of overpro- 
duction now being of vital import- 
ance to agriculture now. This prob- | 
lem may be attacked: in two ways, 
he said, through reduction of pro- 
duction and through finding new) 
uses for the products.

Unemployment Insurance 

The American Association for Labor Legislation is plan- 
ning to introduce bills providing for unemployment insur- 
ance into twenty state legislatures this winter. Long de- 
sired by Labor, in recent months even Big Business is be- 
ginning to realize its advantages. Many people who correct- 
ly condemn the European dole system, particularly as it 
operates in Great Britain and Germany, are still laboring 
under the misapprehension that the American plan is based 
on similar lines. This is far from correct and when the 
scope of the American legislation, with its undoubted bene- 
fits, is more generally realized there should be little ‘difficul- 
ty in enacting the various bills into laws. 

Stated in its simplest terms the plan involves the amass- 
ing of a reserve fund in times of normal business with which 
to pay employes who may be forced out of work in the event 
of a business depression. This is the same principle fol- 
lowed by many firms during the past few months when they 
have been paying dividends out of surplus. If it is a wise 
policy to establish a financial reserve for the benefit of the 
owners, it appears that it should be equally wise to follow 
the same practice for the protection of the employe. 

Several large industries have already established such a 
system for the benefit of their employes.- In a few the plan 
has been in successful operation for many years hence legis- 
lation based on such a plan cannot be termed an experiment. 


MIDWEST FREE PRESS’ 
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An added incentive is that the proposed statutes also in- 
volve sections designed to promote continuous or a least 
part time employment in times of depression thereby pre- 
venting men being thrown out of work without regard to its 
effect upon our economic structure. 

Most employers realize it is good business to keep men at 
work. They are fully cognizant of the fact that idle men 
reduce consumption and throw our entire business life out of 
gear. The difference between good times and bad, in the 
last analysis, is the difference betwen th purchasing power, 
or lack of it, of the wage earner. 

Three times within the last fifteen years we residents of 
the world’s wealthiest nation have witnessed the bread fine. 
Thoughtful people are beginning to realize that we cannot 
continue to be indifferent when thousands of industrious peo- 
ple are thrown out of work periodically through no fault of 
their own. Any plan designed to prevent a repitition of 
these periods of unemployment deserves the thoughtful at- 
tention of all of us and the first concerted effort toward the 
more widespread adoption .of unemployment insurance is 
most certainly worthy of our united support. 


The Seven-Million City 

History affords no parallel tothe growth of New York 
City. With a 1930 census of 6,955,000, it is already being 
mentioned as the seven-million city. It passed the first mil- 
lion mark in 1860 and has therefore increased seven times 
in as many decades. 

While several western cities, notably Chicago, Los Angeles 
and Detroit, have shown a more rapid growth, it is probable 
that New York will retain its premier position because it is 
the American gateway to Europe. — 

Greater London is the only city to exceed New York, be- 


¥ 
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ing about a million larger. Berlin, third city in world rank, 
has about four and a half millions. Fourth place goes to 
Chicago, which has wrested that honor from Paris in the last 
ten, years. 

Chicago boasts that it will pass New York in the next 
half-century but figures do not justify such a conclusion. 
Twenty years ago the ratio of Chicago’s populgtion to that 
of New York was 46 per cent. Ten years ago it was 48 per 
cent. In the 1930 census it was 48.4 percent. At this ratio 
of relative increase several centuries must elapse before 
Chicago can pats New York. 


A Stab In The Back 
No more damnable piece of journalistic misrepresentation 
has come to our notice than the following, credited to the 
Kansas City Times, as printed in the Ottumwa Courier, one 
of the “press paragons” of the Lee Syndicate: 

“It may be taken for granted that President Hoover did 
not know that he was recognizing a cancer quack when he 
pressed the key that started the machinery for an Iowa 
newspaper sponsored, by the quack. Doubtless some mem- 
ber of his staff made the arrangements under political 
pressure. But whoever did it involved the president of 
the United States in a serious blunder. And one of the 
important duties of the presigent’s staff is to save him 
from such mistakes.” 

The underhanded methods employed by some news- 
papers in an endeavor to discredit one of the owners of 
this publication by attacking one of his numerous local en- 
terprises in represensible in the extreme. We can readily 
see why the smooth paths of some Iowa newspapers may 
not be quite so smooth with the advent of a newspaper 
that is untrammeled in its editorial opinions and its news 





columns, and we welcome any brickbats that may come 
our way as a newspaper, but to attempt to belittle this 
paper by attacks on persons connected with it illustrates 
the extremes to which some newspapers lend their columns 
without any apparent effort to secure the facts. If an em- 
Ploye of the Ottumwa Courier has an eye so keen as to 
clip such an item in the Kansas City Times he should also 
be keen enough to know that he can earn $5,000 by com- 
ing to Muscatine and proving that the clipping is as pur- 
ported. There has been more than enough publicity in the 
Mid-West to prove to any unbiased individual the falsity 
of such a charge and there fs therefore no other conclusion 
than that the Otfumwa Courier went out of its way in its 
vindictiveness. 


Small Fire Loss 

Residents of Muscatine have every -reason to congratulate 
themselves as a result of the report of Fire Chief J. J. Brown 
which showed that the ‘total loss in 1930 was only $30,440. 
This is a per capita loss of $1.69. While the 1930 damage 
was slightly in excess of the previous year and the per capita 
loss 7 cents higher than 1929, there were 80 more calls in 
1930, attesting to the efficiency of the department in hold- 
ing the loss to such a low figure. 

It must be remembered that practically every fire is a 
potential disaster of widespread proportions. It is only by a 
prompt response of the fire department that greater loss is 
prevented. The report, printed in a recent issue of the Free 
Press, speaks for itself in this respect when it is considered 
that property worth a half million dollars was endangered.

There are few diseases so cruel, 
and causes such suffering as arth- 
ritis. 

Although it is hard to name any 
one thing, or condition, as the 
cause, we do know that the joints 
become inflamed, very painful,, 
and, in later development, severe 
deformity occurs.

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Deporting Alien Criminals 

The new broom in the cabinet 
labor office gives some indication 
of a bit of clean sweeping that will 
be of great benefit to the na- 
tion. Secretary Doak’s first recom- 
mendation is for deportation of 
gangsters. He promises every effort 
on the part of his department to 
expel criminals of this type un- 
der present laws and suggests 
changes in the laws so as to give a 
freer hand in deportations. He 
named a number of Chicago’s 
“public enemies” as likely candi- 
dates for expulsion. 

The country will wish more pow- 
er to the elbow of the department 
of labor, while recognizing that 
deportation is not a simple pro- 
cess. So far the world has no 
colony for the segration of “pub- 
lic enemies” who are not enemies 
of any particular community but 
enemies of law and government 
generally. Where they are aliens, 
as a good many of our gangsiers 
undoubiedly are, there are treaties 
permitting their return to their 
native country under certain con- 
ditions. Our own native or natural- 
ized criminals are our own problem. 

Nevertheless, the new secretary 
“will have plenty of work to do in 
running down, convicting and de-| 
porting aliens, and his first official | 
pledge to the country evinces an; 
earnestness and enthusiasm which | 
bodes no good to the criminal | 
gangs in the large cities of the| 
North and East. Uncle Sam is after | 
them on income tax falsifications 
and in prohibition enforcement, 
.and now is threatening deportation. 
Since state and local agencies have, 
to a large extent, broken down be- 
fore this problem, it is well enough 
that the federal government is ex- 
tending efforts to solve it.—Fort 
Worth Star-Telegram. 

















Generals Die In Bed 

A Spanish brigadier general was 
killed in the recent disorder; a dis- 
patch notes him as the first Span- 
ish soldier of so high a rank in 
forty years to lose his life at the 
hands of the enemy. How remerk- 
ably this record differs from that 
of Mexico, where recent warfare 
has cut down the supply of general 
| officers in a most distressing way! 

With regard to countries main- 
taining large and highly organized 
armies the low mortality among 
generals in Spain is not out of line. 
A number of the higher field of- 
ficers fell in the war of 1914-1918. 
But in proportion to the mortality 
among troops these casualties were 
strikingly few—much fewer rela- 
tively than in our own Civil War, 
in which fell such leaders as Al- 
bert Sidney Johnstone, Reynolds, 
Kearny, Stonewall Jackson and 
Jeb Stuart. 

The modern general is not to 
blame for those developments in 
the art of war which have rele- 
gated him from the post of danger 
and of honor, the place where the 
Duke of Bruswick and several of 

Napoleon’s marshals and, simul- 
taneously, Wolfe and Montcalm, all 
fell; relegated him to safe arm- 
chairs some miles behind the dis- 
turbance. 

A general on the firing line now- 
adays would cease to function as a 
general. War, through no fault of 
his, has been made safe for him. It 
only remains to improve war to 
such further extent as to make it 
safe for the other participants— 
Brooklyn Eagle.

MACHINE THAT 
WALKS USED IN 
LEATHER TESTS 


Bureau of Standards 
Adopts New Plan 
To Lower Cost 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—(Special) 
-—A “Walking Machine,” which 
will give shoes several months 
wear in 24 hours, is being used by 
the Bureau of Standards of the 
Department of Commerce in its 
work aimed to place the use of 
leather on a new scientific basis, 
according to a recent account of 
the Bureau’s activities* by Henry 
D. Hubbard, of the Bureau. 

One sole of a pair of shoes, Mr. 
Hubbard states, wears out more 
quickly than the other, because the 
hide, originally used in the soles 
has been taken from different sec- 

ns of the steer. 

Wearing quality however, is an 
portant factor of sole leather, on 
wich a $1,000,000,000 industry is

,» LEATHER FROM SKIN 
~~ Leather is made from skin. Skin 
toughness built to withstand the 
stress of active life is translated 
into similar service for man in the 
form of leather. The Persian say- 
ing, “The world is clad with leather 
to him who wears a shoe” is the 
basis of a great industry—shoe- 
making. The wearing quality is a 
primary trait of sole leather, on 
which a billion-dollar industry is 
built. 

The National Bureau of Stan- 
dards aims to improve leather, 
make shoes last longer, find out 
why they wear out, cheapen leath- 
er costs by new methods and ma- 
terials, enable leather makers to 
use each part of the hide for its 
most appropriate purpose, study 
the useful properties of leather, 
embody them in quality standards 
defining basic requirements for 
each use, and develop reliable tests 
and devices—in brief, to place the 
manufacture and use of leather on 
a new scientific basis with the full- 
est cooperation of the leather in- 
oy and its technical associa- 

on. 


SOLES ARE MATCHED 

The leather laboratory of the 
National Bureau of Standards is 
answering ‘the question “Why do 
shoes wear out?” One sole of a 
pair of shoes may wear out faster 
than another, not because the 
walker has bad walking habits, but 
because it is cut from a different 
part of the hide and the two do 
not match in wearing quality. If 
the sole is cut from the back of the 
steer it will outlast one cut from 
the flank because it is stronger, 
tougher, and more durable. The 
back section may last twice as long 
as the flank leather. Shoemakers 
are being told to match their soles 
for a given pair of shoes to give 
the wearer equalized wearing qual- 
ity. 

In view of the wide variation in 
the wearing qualities of leather 
from different parts of the hide, 
complete data were obtained. 
Leather from the portion over the 
kidney showed the best wear while

TRAGEDY HAUNTS CRAFT 

Tragedy has stalked the decks 
at times. Two suicides have been 
recorded, but five others have been 
prevented by watchfulness of 
crews. No vessel has run aground. 
There have been a few minor col- 
lisions. 

“It’s no trick to keep off the 
ground,” Captain Coffin comment- 
ed. “The land stands still. But 
sometimes it’s not so easy to tell 
what another vessel will do.” 

Coffin was born in Nantucket 
Mass., and hails from a line of 
seafaring folk. The suspension of 
his old run will not end his career.

The 
natural resources and advantages 
of this country are unparalleled, 
its industrial system is in a high 
state of efficiency through its 
marketing proceses need improve- 
ment, its credit structure is unim- 
paired and the ingenuity and en- 
terprises of its people are unsur- 
passed.” 

U. S. WILL HOLD LEAD 


“All these give assurance that 
the United States will not only, 
weather the present period of ad- | 
versity, but that the country will 
continue to march in the van of 
industrial and social progress. 

‘ There is, therefore, no occasion 
for pessimism concerning the fu- 
ture of American industry and 
‘trade. 

.“It-is rather a time for thought- 
ful consideration of the future 
needs and requirements of our 
economic life and for careful plan- 
ning so that business in future may 
be carried on with a minimum of 
friction and maladjustment and, 
thereby, be better enabled to serve 
the needs of society.” 


Discussing the outlook from the 
standpoint of finances and com- 
mercial credits, William Fraser, 
president of the National Associ- 
ation of Credit men says: 

SAYS CREDIT SOUND 

“The credit position of the 
country is still sound, and money 
is cheaper than it has been in a 
long time, despite the artificial 
stringency created in some quar- 
ters by excessive caution in making 
loans. Present low money rates’! 
have created a condition unusually | 
favorable for building, the stimu- 
lation of which should be a prime 
factor in recovery.” 

“The last twelve months,” said 
Mr. Fraser, “have been primarily 
a period of liquidation, both for 
individuals and for business houses, | 
and of readjustment to smaller 
volume, lower prices and slimmer 
profits. Whether or not the de- 
flation has entriely run its course, 
there can be very little doubt that 
the worst is past. 

“As the year turns we can look 
about us and be thankiul that the 
mechanism of business remains 
substantially intact, despite the 
erosion of continued adverse con- 
ditions. The damase might well 
have been much greater. 

CONSERVATISM LAUDED 

“Thanks to a conservative credit 
policy and vigorous collection meth- 
ods, collections have held up re- 
markably well, and the percentage 
of “past due” accounts is not alarm- 
ing. Failures have increased in 
number, but have not involved out- 
standing firms to an extent that 
might have helped to bring about 
a@ real panic.

COUZENS RAPS 
WAGE CUTTERS 


Destroy Self-Respect, 
Says Michigan 
Senator 


WASHINGTON — (Special) — 
Senator Couzens lost his fight to 
have the administration’s $116,- 
000,000 construction bill include a 
provision for the prevailing wage in 
that locality, the eight-hour day 
and employment of ‘local labor. 

“I certainly am licked in this 
case,” declared the Michigan law- 
maker who expressed a willing- 
ness to have the bill defeated to 
“find out how far the state and 
federal goverrfmenis are willing to 
go in the depression of wages.” 

“As far as I am personally con- 
cerned,” he said, “I would be per- 
fectly willing to have the bill de- 
feated in preference to giving con- 
tractors $116,000,000 for the pur- 
pose of depressing wages. In oth- 
er words, the $116,000,000 is ory 
@ drop in the bucket, but it is 
enough to enable them to go out 
and tempt thousands of unem- 
ployed to surrender their self- 
respect and accept whatever wage 
the contractor sees fit to pay. 

“If it is necessary in this coun- 
try for conditions to get worse in 
order to have them get better, I 
am for making them just as bad 
as it is possible to make them in 
order to accomplish that result. 

“If that sort of thing is necessary 
to waken the employers, the fed- 
eral and state governments to the 
necessity of maintaining standards 
of wages, then we had better go 
the limit and find out just how far 
the state and federal governments 
are willing to go in the depression 
of wages.” 











“Perhaps the most hopeful con- 
sideration for business in 1931 are 
that inventories in the hands of 
dealers are almost uniformly low, | 
and that. accumulated consumer. 
needs are rapidly appfoaching the 
point where forced buying for re- 
placement must ensue. The move- 
ments to curb over-produciion in 
copper and oil may lead to similar 
action in connection with other 
commodities, which would assist in 
a@ stabilization of prices.” 

Harvey Firestone, president of 
the Firestone Tire & Rubber Com-| 
pany, looks for further readjust- 
ments in his industry, the logical 
result of the price declines in its 
two most important raw materials, 
rubber and cotton. 

TIRE INDUSTRY BETTER 

_“These readjustments,” said Mr. 
Firestone, “will probably be finished 
by the first quarter of the new year 
and I think that on the whole the 
tire industry goes into 1931 in a 
basically much healthier condition 
than that in which it entered 1929 | 
—for it was then that the troubles! 
of 1930 had’ their birth. Probably 
the industry still has a productive 
capacity in excess of any ordinary 
demand, but excess productive 
capacity is a relative term. There 
is not excess of the efficient pro- 
ductive capacity that can function 
at a profit when prices are low.” 

“The losses taken on raw mater- 
jals have been as drastic as in 
1921. Crude rubber dropped the 
same percentage in 1930 as it did 
in 1921—72 percent. We inven- 
toried our stocks in 1929 with rub- 
ber at 20 cents. This year we had 
to inventory at something less than 
10 cents. In cotton the percent- 
age drop was not so great, but it 
was a big percentage.” 

“There is no question in my 
mind that in 1931 consumers must 
come into the market not only for 
their normal tire requirements but 
also. they will need to buy new 
spares. Thus I believe that the tire 
industry will have a very large 
buciness in 1931.” ,
